- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: An agreement was reached that the phrases "functional object" and 
"functional component of computer code" needed to be changed. The examiner believes that the phrases "functional 
object" and "functional component of computer code" are not unique from the phrase "program object" used in the prior 
art (Doyle). More defined and concrete terms or descriptions are required to describe the desired design feature 
(which the applicant's representatives describe is a service and is not a program). A suggestion of "driver" was 
provided by the examiner and explained that it may not properly represent the design nor does it guarantee anything. 
The examiner did say that such a change would make a stronger argument but would not guarantee anything. 
Analysis of the Doyle art and searches for other arts will still be made and rejections using previously used art or new 
art may be made. The applicant's representatives were also notified that the final decisions rest with the supervisors . 
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
